Enlisted Men Seek Inquiry 
Into Muster-Out. 


— 


Disgrace Falls on Them, 
Not on Officers. 


Say 


Los Angeles business are alleged 
to have pursued Gov. rdee into his 
retirement in Pacific Grove yesterday, 
asking him to delay the mustering out 


of Co. F. 

Last night a _ petition containing 
about 5000 names of Los Angeles men 
was forwarded to Gov. Pardee into his 
vacation haunt, asking for an investi- 
gation. 

The order for Co. F. to be practically 
kicked out of the service on the ground 
of “an inefficient and unsatisfactory 
condition brought about by a prevailing 
spirit of insubordination” seems likely 
to end in a political tempest. 

A committee of enlisted men from Co. 
F called upon several political lights 
in this city yesterday and claims to 
have received assurance that the 
Governor will be poked up to delay the 
muster-out and to grant an investiga- 
tion of Gen.~Wankowski’s order. The 
formal petition will be followed, they 
say, with personal protests. 

This committee made the following 
statement to The Times last night: 

“We have been involved all through 
this case with Capt. McKenna. He has 
left the company. He has nothing to 
do with it. 

“We don't care anything about the 
fate of the officers. They will not lose 
their commissions, anyhow. We want 
to know why we enlisted men are to be 
kicked out of the service with bobtail 
discharges. 

WANT AN EXPLANATION. 

“Through our captain—the usual 
channel--we made application to the 
assistant adjutant general—Col. Schrei- 
ber—for an explanation as to why we 
should be mustered out, practically in 
disgrace. He would give us no answer. 

“We honestly do not know what we 
have done. We think we have a right 
to know and to be confronted by our 
accusors, — 

“Our service in San Francisco and 
Cakiand is not at all consistent with 
Gen. Wankowski's present attitude to- 
ward our company. The enlisted men 
of Co. F were given several unusual 
responsibilities, and yet it is upon the 
enlisted men and not the officers that 
the brunt of this disgrace falls. 

“The officers retain their commis- 
sions. We are to be kicked out. 
“When it became necessary to trans- 
pert desperate crooks from San José 
back to San Francisco jails a detail of 
eight men was ordered: there were 
seventy-five prisoners. ’ 
“Instead of the detail being taken 
from the whole regiment, our sergeant 
was chosen and was told to select 
‘seven men, all Co. F. Now these 
same men are t that they are unfit 
to remain in the service and are denied 
the reason why.” 4 

NOT WITH M’KENNA. 
This committee does not take the 
attitude of Capt. McKenna, who 
charges that Gen. Wankowski did it 


down and refuses to make his charges 
specific, 4 

Its attitude is that it has no ideas 
why charges of insubordination should 
be brought against the company. 
The whole trouble dates back to the 
coy’ and maidenly modesty of the 
private who defied the authority of the 
army and navy and all who sat in 
the seats of the Mighty, at the last in- 
spection. All the men were ordered to 
take off their blouses. This private 
wouldn't. It turned out to be the fact 
that he had nothing but an undershirt 
underneath and he preferred to die like 
— r on the spot to 
clad. 


The company was ordered off the 
— of — disobedience, 
and Col. Wilhelm, the regular arm 
officer, jeined his report to Gen. Wan- 
kowski’s recommendation that Co. F 
be wafted out of the service. 
History might have been changed had 
Private Ferguson been wearing a shirt 
that ‘ateful night. 

TAKING NO PART. 
After a meeting last night the officers 
of Roosevelt Camp, United Spanish 
War Veterans made this statement:

proposed muster-out of Co. F. Seventh 
Regiment. There has been absolutely 
no discussion with regard to this ques- 
tion in our camp, nor would the same 
be tolerated. The subject ts altogether 
without the province of this organiza- 
tion and our members certainly do not 
discuss it at our meetings.”
